THE AGONIZED SHRIEKS OF WOMEN 


4s They Recognized Some Loved One 
Who Had Been Hurled to Death. 
‘Scenes at the Morgue—List of 
the Kalled and Injured. 


Washington, June 9.—Hundreds of men 
arried down by the falling walls of a build- 
ng which was notoriously insecure! Hu- 
nen lives crashed ont by tons of brick and 
iron and sent unheralded to the throne of 
their maker! Men by the score disfig- 
urel for life! Happy families hurled into 
Women calling for 
their husbands; Children calling for their 
fathers; mothers ealling for their sons; not 
an answer to a ery! 

This is but a shadow of the awful ca- 
lamity that befell this city this morning. 
Words cannot picture the awfulness of the 
aceident. The imagination stamls back 
aud fails to give any idea of the scene. Its 
horrors will never be fully told. Its sud- 
denness was almost the chief terror. In a 
moment, in the twinkling of an eye, was a 
change, and the men who came to the scene 
of daily toil this morning will never return 
alive. Women who kissed their loved ones 
this morning as they separated will have 
but the eold, bruised faces to kiss tonight. 
Other cities have felt the visitations of aw- 
ful calamities. They have’been swept by 
fre and deluged by floods, and plagues have 
decimated their communities. 

In the capital of the proudest nation 9of 
the earth there has been a catastrophe un- 
paralleled in its history, and in every mind 
there is the horrible conviction that its 
genesis is to be found in the criminal negli- 
gece of a government too parsiwonious to 
provide for the safety of its loyal servants 
by protecting its property for their accoin- 
odation, 

The Great Crash. 

It was between 9:50 and 10 o'clock this 
Merling that the floors of the old Ford 
building on Tenth street, occupied by the 
pension department, fell in. On each floor 
there were scores of meh at work. With- 
Out warning they were carried down as if by 
an awful cataract. The building was laid 
upon girders hardly heavy enough to sup- 
port the walls, but heavy enough to stamp 
out human lives; of bricks that were held by 
plaster long since dried out; of warden 
beams that had been in place too long. The 
gpoverament failed to provide a safe build- 
lug for its faithful employes, but herded 
tein in a Wuilding whose unsafety was no- 
twrious. ‘There is shame and remorse on 
the soulg of some men who were responsible 
lor the state of things that confined men 
who were working for their daily bread in 
4 bukGng that every one in the city of 
Washington knew was unsafe. 

- lwenty-eight years ago there was another 
gedy jn the walls of this building. ‘The 

“ws of it was flashed to the four corners 
the earth and it brought cousternatijon 
‘erywhere it went. The man {Killed was 
the president of the United States. . As 
‘hough the building has had a curse upon 
iUsinee it ended its career in a fitting man- 
her. But how much better if the govern- 
mnt had removed the structure years ago. 

A Strange Coincidence. 

It was remarked as a strange coincidence 
that the building in which John Wilkes 
Booth killed President Lincoln should fall 
and kil] scores of people the very day the 
AS8assin’s brother was being Inid to final 
rest. There was no connection in the 
vents, but the superstitious shuddered and 
the “roummined commented. The evi- 
lenee, ax found in official records, appears 
nelusive that as long ago as 1880 this 
hilding which the government purchased 
“ter the assassination and used as an ar 
*r muscum, was officially proclaimed by 
SsTe8S as no safe depository for even the 
» i. mummies, skeletons and books 
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and genera] unsuitability and unssfety, it 

continued to be used for the employment of 

pearly 500 clerks of the government. 
Cause of the Collapse. 

The building collapsed in the midst of 
an ill-judged effort to remedy some of its 
defects. The moraf of the disaster is em- 
phasized by the fact that there are known 
to be at least two great government build- 


lngs—the printing office and the Windér 


building, of the war department, each con- 
taining more employes than were in Ford's 
theater death trap, which are in an equally 
dangerous condition. 

While the work of rescye was going on 
men, who had been proof to emotion, wept 
like children, and turned away their faces 
as the limp and lifeless bodies of those who 
had been crushed beneath the ruins were 
brought forth to the sunshine to see no 
more upon this earth forever. Women were 
helped. away in a fainting condition and in 
every heart there was sorrow and every 
eye filled with moisture of grief. 

There were 375 persons, mostly govern- 
ment clerks employed in the building, and 
nearly all these were at work when the 
building fell. An electric plant was being 
laid in the cellar of the structure and ac- 
cording to the best information obtaineble 
the wetkmen this morning had dug beneath 
the foundation supports in the building, 
weakening them to such an extent that the 
wall gave way before they could be jacked. 
This explanation of the cause of the acci- 
dent is the only one advanced, but it seems 
somewhat strange, in view of the fact that 
the top floor gave way first. 

Men who were in the building say the 
crash came without warning. Those in 
the top floor were suddenly precipitated to 
the floor below by the weight of falling 
timber and furniture, which carried the 
second and first floors with it. Fortunately 
ouly the forward half of the floors gave 
way. The outer ends of the floors and the 
rear part of the structure remained intact. 
The walls did not fall. 

Fiocked to the Scene. 


The news that the building had fallen 
Epread with jightning-like rapidity, aad 
soon the entire street and adjacent thor- 
oughfares were crowded with people. With- 
in an hour the news was known all over 
Washington and hundreds of anxious rela- 
tives and friends swarmed to the vicinity 
of the old theater. Women appeared anx- 
iously awaiting some information, while 
men came with tears in their eyes and im- 
ploringly besought the policemen to Jet 
them through the lines that they might 
obtain some knowledge of their friends 
and relatives. 

A general fire alarm was turned in a 
few minutes after the crash, and tlten all 
the ambulances in the city were summoned. 
As quickly as possible the police and fire- 
men formed a reserve brigade and ready 
hands assisted them to take out the killed 
and wounded. 

In less than an hour about twenty-five 
people had been taken out and every few 
minutes thereafter some still form wouid 
be borne on a stretcher from the building. 
Police and army ambulances, caba, carriages 
and vehicles of every description were press- 
ed into service to carry the dead aud in- 


jured. All the hospitals in the city were | 


utilized in caring for the injured, and scores 
of physicians volunteered their services for 
the work. 

The commissioners of the District of 
Columbia took possession of the building 
and helped direct the police and the. res- 
cuers. Colonel Corbin, assistant adjutant 
general of the army, was sent by Major 
General Schofield to represent the war de- 
partment and to decide if it were necessary 
to call out the troops. Owing to excellent 
police regulations, the rescuers were not 
hindered in their work by the anxious 
crowds, and it was not long before the de- 
bris had been cleared away to such an 
extent that the work of rescue 
earried on without hindrance. 

Troops on the Ground. 

Both the military and naval authorities 
took prompt action. General Schofield - or- 
dered two troops of cavalry from Fort 
Meyer, just across the river, and two com- 
panies of infantry from the arsenal] to the 
scene of the disaster. The secretary of the 
navy ordered out all the naval medical of- 
ficers stationed here, and also opened the 
naval hospital to the injured. The com- 
mandant at the navr yard was ordered to 
render all the assistance in his power. 
Every hospital in the city was called into re- 
quisition and ambulances, carriages and 
other vehicles followed with the wounded 
and were quickly traversing the city in every 
direction. 

From a Third Story Window. 

Those who were early on the scene found 
the body of a colored man in the alley in the 
rear of the building where John Wiikes 
Booth had his horse tethered the night he 
killed Lincoln. He had been seen at a third 
story window. He was warned not to jump, 
but despite the protestations of the numbers 
of people he climbed out and lowered him- 
self from the sill and let go. He fell upon a 
covering at a lower doér and slid off onto 
the cobblestone in the alley, striking on his 
head and instantly killing: himself. 

None of those who escaped injury can 
tell which of the floors first gave way. To 
the occupants of each floor there was but 
one crash heard, and they were blinded 
with lime dust. Running through all the 
floors in the middle of the building wags a 
licht wall, ten feet or more long and nearly 
as wide. The fatal area was in frout of 
this, leaving na space of six or seven feet 
in width undisturbed on either side .The 
floor in the back part of the building re- 
mained intact. 

several Narrow Escapes. 

There were many very narrow escapes 
from death. A number of clerks, whose 
desks rested directly upon the line where 
the floors broke away, saved themselves, 
while the desks at which they sat were 
precipitated down the awful chasm. 
Otherd, who were «valking across the 
room, heard an ominous sound, and stopped 
just at the very threshold of death. When 
the crash came, those who survived heard 
a mighty scream of anguish from their 
comrades as they sank out of sight, and 
then, groping in the darkness, they found 
their way out safely, trembling in every 
joint with the pallor of the dead in their 
faces. 

No women were employed in the building,. 
but, in a few minutes after the crash came, 
the wives, mothers and daughters of the 
victims began to arrive. Within a’ few 
minutes,'a hundred or more le had 
stripped for work, jumped into the building 
and began throwing out the wreckage in 
front and under the floorg which remained 
standing in the rgar. Most of those taken 
out of the ruins were carried to the 


emergency hospital. 

Five minutes Jater, and J. R. Imbri 
the pension chief in charge of the secon 
floor, would have gone down with the wreck. 
He had a desk in the shattered ar and, 
ates, ony > Cae rear of the room. 
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dows and found men jumping out. Several 
had made the perilous leap, but he supposes 
they fell on the awning over the lower 
door, thus breaking their fell. 

Another narrow escape is found in the 

experience of J. D. Nevins, of Texas, whose 
desk was located in,the fallen section, on 
the second floor. Hé had gone to the third 
floor and returned and had.entered the 
door, and was about to go to his desk, when 
the crash came, and he stepped back. One 
minute more, and he would have gone 
down with the rest. 
-S. 8S. Baker escaped with a bad cut 
wound. He was at his desk on the third 
floor. The crash came, he said, without 
warning. Half stunned and half dazed. 
he found himself in the cellar, pinioned 
down by the debris, and covered with 
debris, furniture and chairs He extricated 
himself as best he could, .and crawled out 
of one of the windows. It was fully half 
an hour before he recovered himself, and, 
even now, can hardly account for his es- 
cane. His hat was torn to tatters. 

Mr. S. Dana Lincoln, who occupies a 
room of the Atlantic building. facing the 
rear of the theater building. gives this ac- 
count: He was sitting at hts desk at the 
time of the giving way of the floors of 
the building. He said he heard a noise, 
as though of dumning of bricks in an alley. 
He looked out of his office window and 
saw clonds of dust arising to the top of 
the building. Immediately, at every win- 
dow, dozens of hends protruded wildly 
enlling for assistance. It seemed ten or 
fifteen minntes before the firemen anneered 
with the ladders. which were immediately 
rin up to the windows. In rerlity, the 
time was but o few minutes. The _fire- 
men resened all those who had not escaped 
by jumping from the windows. 

Among those who eame from the building 
alive was Captain Dodd. of Indiana. He 
woe buried ta a depth of aeveral feet with 
dehris. Ble had lain three hovrs. hut a 
fallen heam hod lain in exch a nasition ae 
to hresk the fall of the hrick and timher. 
and when lifted wn he raicod his hand, 
chowing he wae eonecionns, When he was 
H*ted inta the Garfield hospital ambulance, 
the crowd caw that he was alive. and cheer- 
m1 again and again, The ambhulance< were 
kent bney carrying away the dead and 
injured. 


Bringing Out the Mangled. 


The faces of many of the victims were | 
covered with pieces of cloth, an old coat, 
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a newspaper, or whatever else could be had. 
Bruised and mangled. bedies were: carried 
out with their faces exposed to the gaze 
of the great tnrong = surroundiug the 
building. 

All during the hours while_the workmen 
Were working to rescue such as were not 
past help, the mothers, sisters and daugna- 
ters of those who had gone down hovered 
around the front of the building, and, with 
streaming eyes, inquired of all they met if 
some tidings of their dead ones were known. 
They had been restrained from pushing 
their way to the building. 

A look into the interior showed how some 
were taken and others left. Desks were 
seen half toppled over the brink of the 
floors. others stood upright; but others 
which stood beside the secupant went down 
with a crash. Records and papers were 
seuttered everywhere, but, as fast as possi- 
ble, they were gathered up and saved. 
Mary of them were spotted with blood. 

As the victims were brought ferth, they 
presented a spectacle that no one, seeing 
it, will ever forget. In many cases, the 
resemblance of humanity was gone. It 
seemed as though the helpers ‘vere carrying 
out mere bags of matter, smeared all over 
with blood. filthy with dirt ground into 
them, and blood on their faces, A wife 
could not have recognized her husband in 
that condition. With such efforts as men 
could summon at such a task, they were 
laid on stretchers and carried to ambn- 
lances. All the doctors could do for them 
there was to clear away the filth from the 
faces of the injured men. In mgny cases, 
the dirt was ground into the. eyes, noses 
and mouths 6o that some might have suffo- 
eated. Many were unconscious. 

With a clang of the bell, the ambulances 
started off for the hospitals. These were 
soon overcrowded. Drug stores were turned 
into temporary hospitals. 

Residences Converted Into Hospitals. 

People in the neighborhood of the acci- 
dent opened their doors right gladly ang the 
doctors and the wounded were hurried in. 
When the accident was over and before the 
rescuers could get inside to their relief the 
injured men were calling for their injured 
brothers. ‘The men were fearful that more 
walls might fall and bury them once for all. 
A man whose arm was crushed used his 
other arm to drag a& man from a place of 
death. Men struggled with beams that 
bore down upon their fellows. 

When the relief corps first entered the 
building they were especially struck by tue 
silence that prevailed. ‘There were no cries 
to be heard beneath the debris. lf any 
cries were fhade they were stitled by dirt 
and mortar, which made almost a solid floor 
on which men might walk. Men did not 
walk on it, however, for no one knew who 
might be standing directly above the bodies 
of the dead. 

Nervously and excitedly they tore away 
beams and rafters and made an_ opening. 
It. was a horrible task—it was a dirty task. 
Men worked like demons with sweat pouring 
down their faces. The dust and the dirt 
lay thick upon their faces, so that one eould 
scarce tell the color of the man. The nni- 
forms of the firemen were ruined and pat- 
tered, but never for a moment did they stop 
in their noble work. Every moment the 
throwing aside of wreckage exposed the 
bloody and often mutilated form of some 
one of the victims. Occasionally one of 
them revived sufficiently to need but little 
assistance to the yehicles in waiting, hut 
the majority of them were carried into the 
elear atmosphere and through the sorrow- 
ing crowd to the ambulances and patrol 
wagons that were in waiting. 

Ifow the Reacurere Worked. 

At first the endearors to rescue were 
somewhat inefficient, but in a little while 
system prevailed and the work went ahead 
with the utmost rapidity. Weary rescuers 
gave place every few minutes to fresh and 
willing successors, who worked with terrific 
energy in their endeavor to save some of 
the buried ones. 

As the bleeding and mangled bodies were 
brought out, groans and outcries aroge on 
all hands. The surrouading houses, doc- 
tors officers aud business places were filled 
in a short time by bleeding and groaning 
in nine cases out of ten it would be pute | 
rounded by weeping friends. One man was 
Sound sticking head first ixfto the debris. 

feet were seen first. | ther had 
ered his legs, .which moved feebly 
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alive when he was brought into the air, but 
he died before he reached the ambulance 
in the street. This was but one of the 
many shocking scenes attending the most 
horrible and inexcusable accidents that ever 
occurred in the city of. Washincton. 

The genera] opinion is that the accident 
was caused directly by the weakening of 
the already shaky structifre by reason of 
excavations made beneath it. It was sta- 
ted this afternoon that several days ago 
the clerks in the building circulated a peti- 
tion protesting against this work being con- 
tinued, as they considered that it imperilled 
the iives of every man who was working in 
the pnilding. This afternoon the firemen 
turned a stream of water into the building. 
This was done to lay the dust so that the 
work of cléaring away could be better ac 
complished. A  dyed-in-the-wool  govern- 
ment clerk objected to this procedure, be. 
cause, he said, the place was stored with 
important government papers which would 
be ruined with water. man was standing 
beside him who shouted back excitedly: 

“Wo don’t eare a d—n for the paners of 
a government that lets its clerks work In 
such a trap. We rre trying to save the 
men, not the papers.” 

Horrible Sights at the Morgue. 

At the morgue the sight was one horrible 
to behold. The little building was not near 
large enough to hold the dead bodies brought 
from the wrecked building. When __ the 
morgue was filled the stable was turned 


| int® a reception room for the bodies. Blank- 


ets were spread on the floor and the *emaius 
were laid out as respectfully 243 possible 
under the circumstances. Blood from the 
bodies formed a large pool on the floor and 
the crushed skulls, broken arms and legs 
made the scene indescribable. Then there 
was some of the victims who had not been 
crushed. They had been smothered and dis- 
coloration of their faces and bodies gave 
visible evidence of the cause of death. 
The president was informed of the sad 
event just as he reached the entrance to the 
white house by one of the clerks, and he 
at onee interested himself in relief measures 
and noted with satisfaction what had been 
done by Assistant Secretary of War Grant,

Had Been Pronounced Unsafe. 


An examination of official records shows 
that the .insecurity of the building was 
brought to the attention of congress in a 
pointed manner, as far back ag 1885. It 
was then directed simply to the safety 
of the army medical library and the 
museum. The protection of human life was 
hot especially brought in question. 

Mr. M. Stockslager, who was chairman 
of the committee of public buildings and 
grounds in the forty-eighth congress, made 
a report 1n favor of the construction of a 
building for the museum ‘cnd library, in 
which he said of Ford’s theater, then 
used for that purpose: “The building now 
used by the medical department for @ 
library and museum is not only insecure to 
contain the records, but is unsubstantial 
and disposed to destruction by fire.” 

As soon as Secretary Lamont returns to 
Washington, steps will probably be taken 
to investigate the disaster, and to fix the 
responsibiiity, if the coroner’s jury does 
not anticipate the report in that direction. 
Yhe collapse of this building brings up two 
other public buildings in almost as uncertain 
condition—the printing office, where 1,800 
are employed; the other is the rickety 
shell known as the Winder building, also 
belonging to the war department, and oe- 
cupied by clerks of that department and the 
secoud auditor’s office. This place is no- 
toriously dangerous and the floors are over- 
loaded, all of the facts being known to 
— for years, but receiving no atten- 
ion. 

Building Inspector Entwiste, with his twu 
assistants, was on hand shortly after the 
cave-In occurred. He said that last week 
application was made to him for a perput 
to underpin the building but he declined <o 
give it, as it was a government building rud 
came under the supervision of federal offi- 
cers. In fact. he had no jurisdiction over 
government buildings. The cause of the 
whole affair, he said, was undoubtedly due 
to the underpinning. The workmen dug 
under tie heavy upright columns which 
support the building an4 the collapse fol- 
lowe. One of the workmen, a colored man, 
whos was emplered in excavating the ce}- 
lar and who esczned with slight injuries, 
said: “IT told them yesterday that the 
archway would fall, for every time any one 
walked over the floor it would bend.” 

Mr. Flung, an examiner, said he had no 
ticed the faulty manner of the underninning 
sevoral times during the past few days. It 
did not seem to him that the work was 
being carried on in a safe manner. 

Mr Baier soid the building had been no- 
toriously unsafe for 2 lenge time and he 
«tated. that it .had been three times con- 
demned.

None Were Several Seriously

A BIG SENSATION IN WASHINGTON, 


It All Grew Out of a Quarrel Overa North 
Carolina Postofice—Henry Martin and 
Colonel Means the Principals 


Washington, June 9.—(Special.)—A dua 
between two of the most prominent men 
of North Carolina weak om the cards last 
night. An insult had been pagsed, a chal- 
lenge had been extended and accepted wits 
alacrity. The weapons had been namew 
the scene of the encounter had been soe 
lected. 

The prmcipals in the proposed “gentle 
and joyous passage of arms” were the step- 
son of one of the oldest and most respected 
United States senators and the southern 
attorney of the Richmond and Danville 
railroad. Of course, a woman was at the 
bottom of the quarrel. 

Twenty years ago, President Grant ap- 
pointed Mrs. Dusenbury postmistress at 
Concord, the county seat of Caburrus 
county. It is a presidential office, and one 
of the best in the Old North State. Mrs. 
Dusenbury is still postmistress. With the 
present administration came a movement 
to secure the office for some one else. Sen- 
ator Vance, the war governor of North 
Carolina, recommended the appointment 
of a successor of Mrs. Dusenbury. Colonel 
Paul B. Means, attorney of the Richmond 
and Danville Railroad Company, and who 
is almost as prominent in the politics of 
North Carolina as Senator Vance himself, 
wanted Mrs. Dusenbury reappointed. 

The contest waxed warm, as postoffice 
contests have a habit of doing. One day, 
recently, Colonel Means and _ Senator 
Vance met on a railroad train. The suc- 
cession to the concord postoflfice came up. 
Colonel Means lives at Concord, and claim- 
ed the right of saying who should manipv- 
late the outgoing mail and receive the in- 
coming letters. Senator Vance disputed 
the proposition. The discnesion: grew so 
hot that’ Colonel Means passed 4 grave 
insult to the white-haired senator. The 
presence of Mrs. Vance added to the insult. 

When Colonel Means reached Washing- 
ton, he encountered Henry Martin, the step- 
son of Senator Vance. Mr. Martin is ‘an 
athlete, and a man who stands ready to 
fight at the drop of a hat, and drop it him- 
self, if necessary. Colonel Means came 
from old fighting stock of South Carolina, 
and is a good deal of a fighter on his own 
account. | 

The meeting of the two was like the 
striking of flint. Martin demanded that 
Means apologize; Means refused in the most 
positive and disdainful manner. Then Mar- 
tin challenged Means. Means accepted.

The Geological Roard Had an Interestipg 
Meeting Yesterday. 

The state geological department is be- 
ginning to get in shape. 

Professor Yeates has been active since his 
arrival in studying the lay of the depart- 
ment. Yesterday the geological board met 
at the capitol and held a conference with 
the geologist- He had two recommendations 
to make for assistants. He named them and 
the board approved after hearing the rec- 
ommendations from distinguished . scien- 
tists. 

‘The assistants are Francis P. Ising, of the 
Jobus Liupkins university, Baltimore, and 
the other is S. W. McCallie, of IXnoxvilie. 

Mr. MeCallie is a graduate of, Jolns 
Hopkins, too, and was with that institution 
for some time. He is highly recommended. 
He had made an accurate map of the coun- 
try round Kouoxville and has made a gee 
logical survey all up ‘and down the Tennes- 
see side of the mountains. He was recoin- 
mended by Dr. C. W. Dabuey, Jr-, princi- 
pal of the university of ‘Tennessee; by 
Professor EF. Lampson Scribner, director 
of the Tennessee agricultural experimental 
station; by Professor W. Bb. Clark, profes- 
sur ot geology at, Johus Hopkins, and by 
several others, Protessor Yeates knows 
him personally to be well equipped for the 
position. 

Sir. Wing, the other assistant, comes rec- 
ommended by Dr. George <A. Willams, 
professor of geology at Johns  topkins 
university; Dr. W. S. Bailey, mineralogical 
editor of Lhe American Naturalist and as- 
sistant geologist of the United States yeo- 
logical survey. 

The assistants will come about the Ist 
of next month. 

Professor Yeates stated to the board that 
he proposes to look over the state and get 
au general idea of the country. He thinks 
that it will pay best for the department to 
begin work in studying the economic re- 
sources of the state. That is, he would sur- 
vey those sections of the state whose ad- 
vantages made public would be most likely 
to attract investors here, He would inves- 
tigate first the marble, granite, phosphate 
and gold sections of Georgia. Considerable 
work has been done in that direetion and 
it is not all to be lost. The new geologist 
thinks that if the resources are thoroughly 
explored investors will come here apd de- 
velop them.

Albert Huger Elliott, of Charleston, a 
cousin of Dr. Elliott, priest of the Church 
of the Ascension in this city, and a nephew 
of Bishop Elliott, was on the second floor 
when the collapse came. As soon as he 
heard the sound of breaking timbers, he 
rushed to the front windows, waiting for 
the fina] catastrophe. It was all that saved 
his life, for he was in that part of the 
building which went down with the great- 
est crash. He was taken down on a ladder, 
and, besides a gash in his head, which 
left him insensible, he escaped without 
further damage. He was taken to the 
house of his cousin, where, at last geposts, 
he was doing well. He is now in no 
danger.

Made by Booth Lias Been Kecalled Since 
the Building Fell. 

No greater argument is in favor of the 
spiritualistic doctrine than the burial of 
Kidwin Booth and the fall of Ford’s theater. 
Years ago Edwin Booth, in an outburst of 
passion, made the remark that if, after 
his death, such a thing were possible, he

At the time the statement was given 
publicity, the spiritualists took hold of it 
and printed it everywhere throughout the 
country. The daily press laughed at the 
thing, and it was soon forgotten. Yester- 
day morning a spiritualist recalled the 
old saying of Booth’s, and spoke of it in 
that connection.

If in his 
travels it was necessary to go through 
W ashington, he generally arranged to go 
at night, when he should be in bed and 
asleep. If Washingtonians wanted to see 
Booth perform, they had to take a train 
and go to Baltimore. There was not 
enough money in the treasury to get the 
tragedian in the capital.

16 the 
creat tragedian’s spirit responsible for the 
catastrophe of yesterday morning? Did he 
cause that building to fall? Men who 
knew the great actor and his great heart 
refuse to accept any such theory. It eould 
not be possible that Edwin Booth would 
cause the wide-spread distress that this 
accident causes, Yet the spiritualists re- 
ply, he made the threat and it has come 
rue.

The Impressive Services at the “Little Church 
Around the Corner. ”’ 


New York, June 9.—The funeral services 
over the remains of Edwin Booth were 
held this morning at 10 o'clock at the 
church of the Transfiguration. Seldom has 
the “Little Chureh Around the Corner” 
been so completely filled from chancel to 
porch as it was this morning an hour be. 
fore the funeral procession was expected 
Actors, artists, men of letters, men whose 
names are known as foremost in their pro- 
fessions on both sides of the Atlantic: men 
of millions, men whom the great crowd out- 
side the churchyard pushed and squeezed 
and craned their necks to see: all were there 
to join in the ceremony and the “requiem 
to the peace of the departed soul” of the 
greatest Hamlet of them all, It was not 
only a profoundly impressive scene, but 
it was an absolutely unique one, Never 
before has the American public been called 
upon to mourn an actor who over a quarter 
of a& century has been associated with the 
highest idea? of the master character of 
an immortal author. The modest wreath 
of laurel, the only emblem resting on the 
coffin lid, betokened that the dense throng 
who had gathered on Fifth avenue and

JUDICIAL +FEROCITY 


Is Rare in Georgia, Says the Supreme Court 
of the State. 

The comments of Judge Bartlett on the su- 
preme 4ourt remitter in the Colbert case have 
attracted attention all over the state. 

The opinion of the supreme court in the case 
has never been published, only the head notes 
being given. Chief Justice Bleckley delived 
the opinion, which is herewith given and will 
be found interesting: 

20 Macdn. Colbert v. the State. By the 

court: 

1. In atrial for burglary where it appeared 
that the accused was a servant in a boarding 
house and entered a hired room of a lodger, 
by using the key which he obtained by tak- 
ing it from where the oCcupaTit of the room 
usually Kept it hanging up in the hall. and 
there was no evidence whatever that the ac. 
cused had any duties to pérform in the room. 
or that he had any permission to enter it. or 
had ever entered it by direction or permission 
of any one, it was not error as against him 
to instruct the jury that “if he had a right 
to go in there, and went in by permission of 
the owner or permission of the person who 
had authority to send him in—if he was di- 
rected, for instance, ro go in there and clean 
up the room or open it, and went in by per- 
mjssion of the owner—and after being in, 
stole, that would not be burglary but larceny 


’? 


from the house. 

2. Nor was it error to charge the jury thus: 
“If the defendant asserts that he went in 
by permission of the landlady it is his duty 
to make it appear, upon the state showing 
that the room was broken and unlawfully en- 
tered, and that the defendant did it—that 
it was unlawfully entered by the defendant by 
taking the key and opening the door—and if 
the defendant sets up that he went in there 
by permission of any one who has a right to 
vive it, it is his: business to make it appear,”’ 
this charge being made while stating the law 
applicable to the case generally, and not while 
charging on the prisoner’s statement, and 
there being nothing whatever in. the evidence 
adduced by tli® state fending to show that 
the accused had permission tu enter the roou, 
for any purpose. In anothtr part of the 
charge the jury were distinctly informed that 
they were anthorized tu take the prisoner's 
statement for what they thought it was worth. 
and they could receive it all as true end sc- 
cept in preference to the sworn evidence. The 
statement set up that it was the business 
and practice of the accused to go into the 
room to clean it up, that he went In for that 
purpose on the occasion of the alleged burg- 
lary. and after so doing took the goods, locked 
the door, carrled the key back and hung it 
up in its place. 

2 The evidence warranted the verdict and 
there was no errof tn denying a new trial; but 
the long term of thirteen years In the peniten- 
tiary, imposed by the sentence, being appar- 
ently out of proportion wit Wwe circumstances 
attending the Commission of the offense. direc- 
tier is given that the accused, if not already 
undergoing his punishment, be resenréences, 
and that the presiding indge reduce the nen- 
alty if in his opinion, after further reflection, 
so dping will consist with the ends of justice 
an’ the proper enforcement of the Jaw 

Bleckler. Chief Justice.—The indictment 
was for burglary. It charged that, with In- 
tent to commit a larceny, the accused, on 
the 25th of December, 1892. broke and en- 
tered the dwelling house of G. T. Banks, the 
same being a hired room occupied by the 
latter in a public boarding house kept by 
Miss Addie Gregory, and after so breaking 
and entering. proceeded to take therefrom 
two pairs of pants, each of the value of 
$2.50, and one coat and vest of the value of 
$10, the property of Banks. It appeared at 
the trial that in December, 1892. Mr. Banks 
was absent from his room in the hoarding 
house from about 6 o’clock a. m. of the 25th 
to 12 o’elock m. of the 26th. On leaving, he 
locked the door. and hung up tne key in the 
hall. where he was accustomed to keep it. 
When he returned. the room was _ locked ang 
the key was in its proper place, but_ the 
clothing mentioned in the indictment had been 
stolen from the room. The accused, who was 
previously employed about the boarding house, 
in what capacity does not appear with cer- 
tainty, bat most probably as a servani, was 
gone. Within two weeks thereafte: he was 
brought back to Macon with the clothes tn 
his possession. having been arrested by the 
marshal of Forsvth, a neighbering town. 
He confessed that he entered the room by 
unlocking the door with the key, and that 
be took the clothing. In his confession he 
sald nothing of the purpose for which he 
entered the room. or of any nermission to 
enter, of of any bustn¢ss or Taty which he 
had to perform therein. Nor was there anv 
evidence from any source tending to show that 
he had. or ever had, permission or was wn- 
der any duty or bad anv right te enter. Tn 
his statement to the court and jury at the 
trial. he said, ig substance, that it was his 
regular busigfess to clean up. or assist in 
Cleaning up, the rveom: and that on this occa- 
gion he wenc tw for that purpose, took the 
pants, then locked the door and hung up the 
kev. He offered no testimony to. support 
his statement or to controvert the evidence 
acainst him. He made no mention of the 
coat or the vest. 

1. One gronnd of the motion for a new 
trinl complains that the cenrt charged the 
jury thus: ‘If. however, the entering was 
lawful. if he find a rteht to go in there. and 
went in there by permission of the owner, 
or permission of the person who had authort- 
ty to send him in there; if he was directed, 
for instance, to go in there and clean up the 
room, if he was directed to go in there and 
open it, and went in there for a lawful pur- 
pose, Add “nt in Dy vermission of the owner 
and after heing in there, stole, that would 
not be burglary, but lareeny from the house.”’ 
This charge was certainly not erroneous p« 
against the accused. True enongh, there 
Wis no evidence on which to base it. dnt 
the bearing of the instruction was wholly 
in his favor: for it suggested to the minds of 
the tury hyphothetically a state of things 
which might by conjecture reduce, his of- 
fense from hurglary to larceny from. the 


house. Had the fury been prompted by an 


irrelevant charge to go ont of the evidence to 
frame a theory against him, he wonld have 
had eanse ‘or complaint: but te wnt them 
on conjuncrare for extenuating or mitigatine 
facts, when none whatever appeared in the 
evidence, wae helnful rather than. prejudicial! 
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dence from waich defensive facts appeareu 


or could be inferred, this charge mignt have 


been open to criticism Crawford vy the state, 
12 Ga. 142; Mitchell v. the state, 68 Ga. 222. 


Bul such was not the case, Nothing proved 


by the state tended to show that the accused 
had permission te enter the room fer any 
purpose. On the coutrary Mr. Banks, the oc- 
cupant, testified that this boy had been anx- 
ious tv come into the room and clean it UP, 
and had come to him several times, and that 
he, Banks, had notified the landlady not to 
jet Him go in. Nor was the charge set out 
in this ground of the motion given whilst the 
court was instructing on the prisoner’s state- 
ment made to the court and jury at the trial. 
It was gi¥en Wiile expounding Fie jaw appli- 
ceble to the case generally—that is in its rela- 


gion to verification by evidence. In a previous 


rtion of the charge the statement bad been 
ealt with by the court as follows: “A de- 
fendant in all criminal cases is entitled to 
make a statement. ‘The defendant in this 
case has made a statement; that statement 
is not evidence, and not under oath, but still 
the jury, under the law are authorized to take 
it just for what they think it is worth; tley 
can receive [t~atr as true if they want to; 
they can accept it, if they see fit, in prefer- 
ence to the sworn evidence, or 
vou can reject it all or c- 
cept it all; you can deal with it just as you 
think, in yo judgment and opinion, it is en- 
titled to be dealt with.”’ So far as appears 
there was no request for any special instruc- 
tlon touching the statement. We think this 
is a case in which there was no danger of 
the jury overlooking the stutement, and that 
they must have been awure that they could 
and should give it credit if they believed it 
true. Their verdict vouches fur tlieir belief. 

3. The guilt of the accused to the extent 
of larceny from the house was undisputed; 
and with his statement discredited, he was 
guilty, according to strict law, of burglary. 
Technically, to open a locked door with the 
owner's key is a sufficient breaking, though 
the key be left within the reach of every 
comer, and prove a temptation té the dishon- 
est by affording easy opportunity to commit 
larceny, In the present @¢nse, the intent with 
which the accused used the key and entered 
the room grades his offer.se as between felony 
and misdemeanor. If tue intene to steal was 
formed after he entered, his offense was Jar- 
ceny from the house; and inasmuch as the 
goods stolen were not equal in value to $50 
the punisment for stealing them might be 
a fine of not more than $1,000, imprisonment 
in jail not more than six months and confine- 
ment at labor in a chaingang not exceeding 
one year. If the Intent to stea: was formed 
before entering the roong his effense was 
burglary and he could be imprisoned at 
labor in the penitentiary for a term not less 
than one year nor more than twenty years. 
The jury having found him guilty uf the lat- 
ter, and the finding @ing based on sufficient 
evidence, he must be treated as a felon, 
though the moral elements involved in his 
conduct, and most of the physical elements, 
are exactly the same as those appertaining 
to larceny from the house. ‘he precise time 
When one of the crimiugl elements, towit: 
intent to steal, originated, may seem a small 
matter, but the law in its wisdom atjaches 
to it important consequences. Where, however, 
as in this case, no violent breaking occurs, 


but the means of entry are the same with 
which the owner of the house would himself 


effect. ingress, the burglary is, in part, con- 
structive only, and that consideration should 
ordinarily have weight in fixing the punish- 
ment. Within the limits of his legal discre- 
tion, the right and power -of the trial judge 
to be more or less tender in every case, ac: 
cording to its actual facts and circumstances, 
cannot be doubted. But in no case can the 
dictates of mercy be overlooked or forgotten. 
Mercy has always been a judicial attribute. 
Its function is not to withdraw justice or 
withhold it, but to measure it. Certainty 
of punishment rather than severity is the 


most ofticious factor in the repression of 


crime. Whether tested by principle or prac- 
tice, discreet moderation is better than ex- 
treme rigor. The temper of government, as 
manifested through the judiciary, shoyld be 
always firm, but never fierce. Judicial fe- 
rocity has been rare in modern times, and, 
we are glad to say, is unknown by experience 
in Georgia. Society needs protection, but 
does not thirst for vengeance... The viclous 


are to be restrained, but suffering shouid 


never be inflicted by the public authority 
beyond what is necessary for this purpose, 
If society could be safe and prosperous with- 


out chastising its unruly members it would 


have no right to punish at all. In so far as 
human punishment is witmout necessity, it is 


without justification, no maiter who may I» 


its author or its minister. These generns 


observations are made in order to disclose 
and render fully intelligible the spirit in 


which the direction which we give in the 


present case bas been conceived. After a 


eareful study of the facts and circumstances 
of the case, we ure impressed with the appa- 
rent disproportion between them and _ the 
long term of imprisonment in the penitentiary 
which the sentence prononunced upon the 
plaintiff in error imposes, that term being 
thirteen years. We are mindful that this 
disproportion may be only ——— and not 
real, for local conditions of which the record 
affords no information, and with which we 
are or may, be unacquainted, may materidily 
affect the question. Nevertheless, when in 
a criminal case of which this court hus ac- 
quired jurisdiction by writ of error, the sen- 
tence looks unduly harsh on its face, ft is our 
privilege, and -in this instance we deem it 
our duty, to invite a reconsideration of it 
by the judge who pronounced it, and to do 
this by way of direction as provided for in 
sections 218, 4284, 4285 of thé code. We trust 
our upright and able brother of the circuit 
bench will believe that we, like him, act from 
conscientious views of duty, and in no spirit 
of censure or erificism, official or personal. 
We should deem ourselves unworthy to pre- 
side in this high tribunal if either the wish to 
offend. or the fear of offending, could mix 
with the motives of our judicial conduct. This 
diselaimer would be needless, were it not very 
rare in practice for this court to give express 
direction that & prisoner legally -convicted 
be resentenced. The only instante Rnown to 
us is that reported in 53 Ga. 195, the case 
of Jackson v. the state. in which the lang- 
uage of the court was as follows: ‘For these 
reasons we affirm the judgment, though we 
will direct that the judge resentence the 
prisoner, and in so doitig, exercise the. disere- 
tion vested in him by law in cases where 
the conviction is founded solely on cirenum- 
Stantial evidence. We do not suggest what his 
sentence shall be, but we leave it open to the 
judge, now that some time hgs elapsed, to 
commute the punishment if. aS his conscience 
jis at present Informed, he thinks that course 
most consistent with justice. the publie in- 
terest, the fallibility of human Yelle? and 
— genie as is consisfent with justice.”

The organization of the Atlanta 
Manufacturers’ Association is a step in 
the mght direction, nnd when its corps 
of one hundred solicitors gets to work, 
next week, it will mot take many days 
to secure subscriptions to the amount 
of $500,000 at $50 per share. 

Our people, business men, wage-work- 
ers and all, have taken hold ‘of this 
movement with hearty enthusiasm. 
They are going to pull together and 
make their enterprise a success. ‘The 
object of the association, briefly stated, 
is to aid and co-operate with manufac- 
turing industries desiring eto locate here 
by loaning them money at a low rate 
of interest, by taking stock in them, and 
by promoting their interests in every 
possible way. 

Manufacturing is destined to be At- 
lanta’s leading interest for all time to 
come. The advantages offered by this 
city to manufacturers cannot be equal- 
ed in all respects by any other city on 
the continent. A brief glance at the 
past will show that even under adverse 
circumstances we have made remarka- 
ble progress. The close of 1855 found 
Atlanta a mass of ruins with only 450 
dwellings and less than half a dozen 
business houses, and only four railways. 
The population was less than 10,000. By 
the last directory our population is fixed 
at 102,000, and with our suburbs it will 
run up to 125,000. Our eleyen railways 
reach five south Atlantie and four gulf 
ports. The city is in the heart of the 
cotton belt. It has never been touched 
by an epidemic or a tornado.

A Business Pointer. 

The annual reports of the first-class 
postoffices in Georgia for the year end- 
ing March 31st, make interesting read- 
ing. 

The Savannah office reports that it 
received $94,494.40, an increase of 
$918,506. The Macon office received 
$50,046.52, a decrease of $3,572.51. The 
Aligusta office shows $48,518.02, a 
decrease of $866.04 since last year. The 
total receipts of these offices amount 
to $193,954.44. 

Ané now comes the Atlanta office, 
with receipts for the year amounting 
to $205,953.90, an increase of $13,960.73 
over the preceding year, and $11,994.46 
more than the other three offices com- 
bined. 

This 1s a splendid exhibit for Atlanta 
and makes it plain that during the year 
just closed oyr volume of business has 
swelled to a gratifying extent. These 
figures are all the more remarkable 
when the fact is considered that our 
city is a publishing center, and thon- 
sands of dollars’ worth of stamps are 
sent here from other points. One con- 
cern here sells about $7,000 worth of 
stamps a year. Of course these pri- 
vate sales cut down the receipts of our 
postofiice considerably. 

The business of a postoffice is a pret- 
ty fair test of the business status of a 
community. We do not need these sta- 
tistics to show that Atlanta has forged 
ahead during the period of depression, 
but they deserve a place with the other 
facts and figures which tell the story 
of the Gate City’s progress.

The Harrison Policy. 

A correspondent sends us the follow- 
ing letter of inquiry: 

Elberton, Ga., June 6, 1893,.—Editor Consti- 
tution: Will you be so kind as to explain, for 
the benefit of your subscribers, why it is 
that the Cleveland administration continues 
the policy of redeeming stiver certificates in 
gud? What reason do the democrats give for 
the continuance of the policy, and is the 
reason a sound and sufficient one? 

SUBSCRIBER, 

The policy of redeeming the silver 
notes of 1890 wholly in gold has a pe- 
culiar history. The act itself gives the 
treasurer the option of redeeming them 
in either gold or silver at his own dis- 
cretion. That it was the intention of 
congress that these particular notes 
should be redeemed in silver, we know 
from the discussion that took place 
When the measure was pending, and 
from the act itself, which provides for 
the coinnge of a sufficient number of 
standard dollars to redeem the notes 
Llssued for the purchase of bullion. 

It was not until late in 1891 that the 
policy of redeeming the notes in gold 
was decided on by Charles Foster, Har- 
rison’s secretary of the ‘treasury. He 
made the announcement at a gathering 
of the New York bankers at a dnner 
at Delmonico’s. Then and there the 
policy was decided on, and then and 
there was organized the conspiracy to 
employ these silver notes in making a 
raid on the gold in the treasury for the 
purpose of foreing an issue of bonds. 
We have already described the bond 
conspiracy and its failure. Mr. Harri- 
son refused to be a party to the trans- 
action. 

Therefore, when the democratic ad- 
ministration came into power, it found 
the Harrison policy in foree. There 
was and is no reason why Mr. Carlisle 
Should not have repudiated the refftib- 
lican policy, and it is reported that he 
did at one time intimate that he would 
put an end to gold redemption of the 
silver notes. The theory is that the 
secretary was overruled by Mr. Cleve- 
land, who seems to’ have an idea that 
to pay out silver aceording to the goy- 
ernment contract would be to de- 
preciate it. 

The Constitution need hardly say to 
Its correspondent that it believes Mr. 
Cleveland’s fear igs entirely groundless. 
To refuse to pay out silver necording 
to the contract is to discredit it. No 
country can maintain bimetallism in 
that way. It is a standing invitation 
to the nations that want gold to come 
and get it, and ¢he hearty response 
made by Europe to the invitation is 
seen in the fact that they will accept 
none of our products in settlement of 
the balance of trade which is in their 
favor, but persist in drawing on our 
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treasury had been paid half in gold and 
half in silver, the government would to- 
day be in possession of more than half 
the gold that has been exported, and 
there would not today be a symptom 
of the extraordinary stringency that 
has accompanied the contraction of cred- 
it and values. 

We distrust every policy invented by 
the republicans, and it gertainly seems 
unnecessary to argue as to the rotten- 
ness of a policy established by Charlgs 
Foster, of Fostoria. for the purpose of 
enabling the Wall street banks to force 
a bond issue. 


What Does Dr. Abbott Mean? 

The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott's recent 
sermon, in whch he positively declares 
that “the Bible is not the word of God,” 
is the talk of the day in religious circles 
aad outside. 

{t is now in order for the doctor to 
explain his preface to his “Commentary 
on the Gospel According to St. Mat- 
thew.” In that preface Dr. Abbott 
says: “The introduction to volume one 
contains a statement of those principles 
of interpretation which appear t6 me to 
be essential to the correct understand- 
ing of the word of God.” 

Again, in this same preface, he says 
that the object of the work is to “as- 
certain ang mske dear the meaning of 
te word of God.” 

In a little book entitled “Notes for 
Bible Readings,” Dr. Abbott has a pa- 
per in which he speaks of “the syste- 
matie study of the word of God.” 

The preface we have quoted was 
written about eighteen years ago. Has 
the Plymouth pastor received new lighe 
in the meantime? If he recognized the 
Bible as the word of God in the year of 
grace, 1875, why is it not the word of 
God in 1893? 

What does Dr. Abbott mean? 


The Georgia Bankers. 

The Georgia bankers are democrats, 
and the resolution adopted by the Geor- 
gia Bankers’ Association, at Savannah, 
advocating the repeal of the Sherman 
law, and the free coinage of silver dol- 
lars containing 100 cents’ worth of sil- 
ver, is a timely echo of the democratic 
platform. It is timely because the 
bunkers of other southern states—Ala- 
bama and Texas—have contented them- 
selves with blindly following the lead 
of the Wall street element that is in- 
terested in cutting down the basis of 
credit. 

The Georgia bankers are more in 
touch with the people than those who 
blindly follow the instructions sent out 
from Wall street and its environs. They 
have a clearer idea of the situation, and 
they seecem to appreciate the nature of 
the calamity that would fail on the 
people and the business of the country 
by reason of the further contraction of 
the basis of credit that would result 
from the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman act, which is the only law on 
the statute books that recognizes silver 
as money. 

No sincere bimetallist can object to 
the resolutions adopted by the Georgia 
Bankers’ Association—the repeal of the 
Sherman law and the free coinage of 
silver that will make the silver dollar 
equal to the gold dollar. The great 
majority of bimetallists are convinced 
that the restoration of silver to its his- 
torical use as money by a nation so po- 
tent and powerful in the commerce of 
the world as the American republic 
would Uft the value of the bullion in 
all the European nations nearly to the 
level of its money value here. On the 
other hand, there are bimetallists who 
are of the opinion that some change will 
have to be niade in the ratio. It should 
be said, however, that there is no bi- 
metallist who believes that the coinage 
ratio of the two “metals should be the 
difference that now exists between the 
value of gold and the market price of 
silver. 

We do not need to burden the con- 
gratulations which we heartily extend 
to the Georgia bankers with any of the 
details of the silver discussion. It is 
enough to know that these bankers take 
a large and more serious view of the 
situation than seems to be common to 
their calling.

tion of our silver coin and currency.

NEW YORK, June 9—English spinners appear to 
have accepted the view of The Chronicle report, which 
received the least credence here last evening,jand have 
partially withdrawn from the Liverpool market. The 
diminution in this demand from consumers quickly led 
to realizing sales on the part of Liverpool merchants, 
and the arrival market closes easy at 2-64d lower thao 
yesterday’s quetations, or 3-6id from the best prices 
touched this morning. Locally the market opened at 
a slight decline, became easier and Anally sold off some 
8 points when the receipt of buying orders from New 
Orleans sources caused many to think that some inti- 
mation of the bureau report of tomorrow had become 
known, and our market quickly recovered the decline, 
becoming firm at an advance on last evening closing 
prices. Crop accounts coming to hand continue to re- 
port the damaging effects of the severe rainfall from 
the storm of last week, but the weather has cleared off 
warm and brilliant throughout the country, and tele- 
graphic advices from the extreme south and southwest 
report a better condition in consequence. A feature of 
the report from England today is the report of the 
English board of trade, The returns given by it show 
a decrease in the exports of cotton cloths from Man- 
chester for the month of May of 55,000,000 yards jand 
aiso a slight decrease of 40,000 pounds of yarn. This 
makes the total decrease in the movement of goods 
from Great Britain since the ist of January some 
$16,000,000 yards and explains fully the reason for the 
smal! demand from the spinners for the raw material 
during the spring months. Cables state that a fair 
business is still doing in Manchester, andthe public 
cables quote yarns and cloths strong. A continued de- 
mand for cotton, in view of this enormous decrease in 
the exports of goods, can be expected, as no doubt a 
large proportion of this loss will have to be made up 
in the remaining seven months of the business yoar. 
It is this feature that is the strongest of all in sustains 
ing the prices of cotton. At the moment the mar- 
ket is anticipating a bad bureau report tomorrow, and 
tlie rally may be attributed to this cause. Although 
the rumor about the bureau can be traced to no defl- 
nite source, the conviction that it had jeaked out was 
very positive during the afternoon, and the market 
closes steady at the best prices of the day at an ad- 
vance of 3@4 points above last evening’s closing quo- 
tations.

NEW YORK, June 9—/{Special.}—Liverpool today 
seemed to be vacillating, and our market opened about 
2 points lower, August selling at 7.74.

He fell to talking about the valucs 
of central real estate yesterday, and, in 
the course of his remarks, got enthused 
about Atlanta, and said many good things. 

His mind was turned toward central 
property by a newspaper account of the 
recent sale in New York of a church site 
in the center of the city for a fabulous 
vum. Lhe immense price paid for the 
centrally located lot svggested endless 
possibilities for property so fortunate us 
to be Jocated in the heart of a city. 

“A yam potatoe,” eaid Colonel Adair, 
“always begins to rot at the ends, and 
many times you find a big yellow one sound 
enough in the middle, while the ends are 
going tv decay. So, give me central 
property every time. ‘there may come a 
time when suburban property will cease 
to be on the boom, but there will always 
be a demand for central property. Panics 
and failures may come, but business must 
be done, and the business houses close to 
— heart ot the city will be chosen to do 
it in. 

Now, take Whitehall street, for illus- 
tration. You can’t rent a store on that 
street for love nor money. l’ve been try- 
ing for a long while, and I know. You 
see that store that is being arranged for 
Kads, Neel & Co., of Macon? They are 
to pay $6.000 a year for it, and that is 
not considered too much. They have been 
trying to get a store here for six years, 
but only succeeded a few months ago. 
There is a store on Whitehall street that 
I sold a few years ago for $20,000. There 
are two storerooms in it that rent for 
$1,600 each, to say nothing of the several 
offices above. 

“The lot on which the Kimball house 
stands illustrates «what am saying. I 
eold that lot to Kimball twenty years ago 
for $80,000. There was nothing on_ it 
then, but he put the first Kimball there 
pretty soon. Burn the present Kimball 
down, and the ground on which it stands 
would be worth today $800,000. That: is 
an instance of how central property goes 
up. If I were intrusted with the money 
of some orphan children. and wanted to 
turn it to good acceunt for them, do you 
know what I would do with it? Put it 
in central property. Suburban property 
is good, but central property is the best. 
I can't fix a limit to the possibilities for 


real eetate located in the center of the 
city. There’s fortunes in it. 
“But, I don’t advocate the investment 


of every dollar the working classes have in 
real estate. Put it in stock in imannufac- 
tories. Factories bring people, people bring 
money, and thriving factories and working 
people create a legitimate and not a specu- 
lative demand for real estate. ‘Then, when 
2 man buys a lot, he will buy it for a 
home and not for speculative purposes. 
That's what I told them at the meeting 
the other dar.” 


RUMORED DEATH OF “SKINNY” HALL. 


He Was Suffering from Pneumonia When He 
Went to the Mines. 


The rumor reached police headquarters 
yesterday that the notorious “Skinny” 
Hall, leader of the Hall gang of burglars, 
died on Wednesday at the Dade coal mines. 

The rumor could not be verified, but, 
Hall being dangerously ill several days be- 
fore he was carried to the mines three 
weeks ago, leads the officers to believe that 
it is so. Hall wag critically ill at the jail 
for about a fortnight, and was attended 
by Dr. Gilbert. He was suffering from 
pneumonia, and it wae thought for a shors 
while that he would die.

This being the first year of reg- 
ular school work, there are no graduates.

cussed affirmatively by George W. Lochett, 
of Macon, and James 'T. Lewis, of Augusta, 
and negatively by Henry D. Me'lier, of 
Baxley, and Henry T. Jones, of Augusta. 
The annual address to the students was 
delivered by Bishop A. Grant, D.D. and was 
an excellent talk to the young colored stu- 
dents. 

This institution is doing more for the 
calored youths of Georgia than simply in- 
structing them in the literary branches.

ble in finish, considering that this depart- 
tnent has been in operation only six months, 
The articles. manufactured are sold, and 
help to defray the expenses of the institu- 
tion. The fifty-acre farm which is worked 
entirely by the students has netted over 
$600 from the sale of its produce during the 
past twelve months. 

Representatives Styles and Wilson, of the 
legislature, have been in attendance on the 
exercises during the week, and today Rep- 
resentatives Boifenillet, Smith and Cum- 
mings, who form the rest of the visiting 
committee from the legislature, went out 
with the members of the commission of 
which Major P. W. Meldrim is at the head.

SCENES IN THE COURTROOM YESTERDAY 


Four Eloquent : Speeches Occupied 
the Entire Day. 


SOLICITOR HILL'S MASTERLY EFFORT,

Oolonel Reuben Arnold Will Have the 
Closing Speech This Morning—A Ver- 
dict Probably This Afternoon.

Ry 1 o’cleck today the trial of Porter 
Stocks for the killing of Alph Cassin, 
whieh has been in progress since last Tues- 
day, will be concluged. 

When the court assembles this morning 
Colone] Reuben Arnold will make the clos- 
ing speech of the trial. As no testimony 
was introduced for the prisoner, his attor 
ners relying upon his statement alone, they 
have the right of the last argument before 
the jury. 

Mr. Hill’s speech yesterday afternoon 
was a masterly effort and occupied nearly 
three hours in its delivery. He was com- 
plimented by the attendance of the usual 
erowd which gathers to hear him when the 
anuouncement is made that he is going to 
speak. His effort was considered by those 
who heard it to be the finest he bas ever 
made in the courthouse. 

The speech of Colonel Arnold this morn- 
ing will probably occupy as much as two 
hours and a hal. 

Then the charge of the court will be de- 
livered by his honor, Judge Richard H. 
Clark, after which the fate of the prisoner 
will be in the hands of the jury. 

The jury_ will probably be out for one or 
two hours and a verdict will hardly be 
reached before 3 o'clock. : 

On account of the bar meeting this morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock in the superior court room 
the trial wil] not be resumed until an hour 
later. 

At 10 o'clock, therefore, Colonel Arnold 
sri]] address the jury in behalf of Mis client 
and will make the final argument in the 
CASe. 

Scenes in the Courtroom Yesterday. 

The courtroom througout the day was 
crowded with spectators, the greatest crowd 
being present when Solicitor Hill arose to 
sneak in behalf of the prosecution. 

“At this time the courtroom was packed 
to such an extent that it hardly seemed 
possible for another man to get in the door. 
Every availatie inch was oceupied. Around 
Judge Clark, and scattered over the plat- 
form on whicb he sat, Were grouped to- 
gether a hundred faces, all of them kindled 
with the same eager and interested = ex- 
pression. 

Judge Van Epps, of the city court, sat 
by the side of his honor, two or three 
prominent lawyers occupied seats in the 
immediate neighborhood, while several of 
the laity reclined in elegant leisure upon 
the platform. Back of the judge's seat, 
their figures printed in bold outlines against 
the wall, stood a dozen or more spectators, 
ignorant of their physical discomfiture as 
they gazed a mental satisfaction upon the 
scene which was being enacted in the court- 
room. 

It was a batile royal, and the issue at 
stake way the life of the prisoner at the 
har. Such a carnival of oratory has rarely 
oven witnessed in Georgia, and the scene 
in its dramatie effect, was even more 
thrilling than® the one which was enacted 
in the former trial. 

But the scene is onlg half described. With- 
in the railing every seat was occupied, 
while against the chairs the crowd pressed 
heavily like a surging sea. Beyond the 
railing the density of the crowd was again 
renewed with nothing to break the conti- 
nuity of fighres except the irregularity of 


height, which was here and there appa- 
rent. From the gallery another assembluge 
of faces looked down upon the courtroom 
and added to the impressiveness of the 
scene. 


The defendant sat perfectly cool in his 
chair which Was located next to the desk 
of the eourt stenographer, and seemed to 
enjoy the wit of the solicitor as much as 
any one in the courtroom. He scarcely 
wineed under the terrible denuneliauvien 
which held up before the jury the atrocious 
nature of the crime with which he was 
charged. 

Mr. and “Irs. John D. Stocks, the de- 
fendant’s mother and father, his uncle and 
brother were also present. In addition to 
these were several other members vf the 
family. 

tev. Sam Jones, who is a relative of 
Porter Stocks, was also present. 

Among those who were interested in 
the prosecution were Mrs. H. R. Echols, 
the sister of Alph Cassin, and her daughter, . 
together With two of the brothers of the 
deceased. 

Argument Resumed. 

When court was called to order yesterday 

morning Mr. W. C. Glenn was recognized

Mr Reuben Arnold, Jr., had concluded 
his speech, which was a masterly plea in 
favor of the defendant, the afternoon be- 
fore having addressed the court for more 
than two hours. 

The speech of Mr. Glenn, which was an 
able presentation of the state’s case, was 
fully up to the expectation of the crowd. 
and both from a legal and oratorical point 
of view, was a beautiful effort. 

He replied to the salient points of Mr. 
Arnold’s speech, and insisted that Porter 
Stocks had acted from deliberate resolve 
and cold-blooded premeditation. ‘After the 
insult was offered, as shown in the testi. 
mony, he had left the scene, procured a pis- 
tol, and returning two hours afterward, had 
fired the fatal shot. He was not entitled 
to that consideration which the law allowed 
for human weakness when aroused under 
the sudden heat of passion. 

“I do not understand the law -to dilow a 
man to do as Stocks did after he had time 
to cool and reason had resumed her swa v. 
to return to that stable and shoot Cassin 
down. If that is the law 1 sty abolish it. 
wipe out the sanction of an oath and level 
your courthouses with the ground.”

“If 
they desire to proceed I am willing to stay 
here all night.’ 
te. then put the question to the jury. 

Gentlemen, do you wish to finish this case 
tonight?’ 

“I do, your honor,” spoke out one vf them 
without hestiation, and the others nodded 
assent, 

“Well, yoy may proceed then for the 
state, Mr. Hill.” 
Soltocitor Mill's Magnificent Effort. 

It was after 4 o’clock when Solicitor 
Hill began his speech to the jury. 

He bogan, in his witty style, by referring 
to the speeches of those whe had preceded 
him on the opposite side of the questien. 


After pouncing on “‘little Reub,” he paid 
his respects to ‘Brother Glenn.” It was 


ull in a good-natured, jovial way, however, 
and, while it drew out the laughter from 
the crowd and amused even the dignity of 
the court, it was not intended to hurt the 
feelings of the two attorneys. They seem- 
ed to enjoy it as much ae the crowd, and 
even laughed immoderately. 

The solicitor, after reviewing the case 
from beginning to end and urging that the 
prisoner, under the evidence, was guilty 
of the crime of murder, he touched upon 
the pathetic features of the case. 

He referred to the death of the old 
father, who had died since ihe former 
trial, and who, weary of the stress of life, 
had gone to meet his son in the beautiful 
mansions of rest. In speaking of Alph 
Cassin, he characterized him ag one of 
the “‘bravest of the brave,” and, thqugh 
he occasionally drank, it was a fault in 
keeping with the noblest traits of character, 
and brought him into the company of many 
of the best and trnest men. He was not 
a yg to plead his own case, as his spirit 
iad passed into the spirit land, and the 
trial was a very unequal contest between 
the living and the dead. The last state- 
ment made by Cassin to his brother, as he 
knelt over his wounded body, and while 
the shades of eternity were gathering about 
him, was: “I was laughing when he shot 
me.” The shooting was a cold, deliberate 
murder, and, as such, the defendant had 
incurred the severest penalty of the law.

When the solicitor ceased speaking, it 
was after 7 o'clock, and the lamps in the 
courtroom had been lit. He was greeted 
with loud applause as he resumed his seat. 
The court, however, immediately rebuked 
the crowd for forgetting that they were in 
the courtroom.

THEY BOTH GAVE BOND. 


Rev. George Lewis, a Negro Preacher, 
Arrested on the Charge of Adultery. 

The end of Rev. George H. Lewis’s, 
colored, suit against Arthur Valentine and 
Kditor Hagler for criminal libel has not 
yet reached a conclusion, but yesterday 
morning became more thoroughly stirred. 

Niggertown has been stirred from center 
to circumference by the suit of Rey. George 
Lewis against Valentine and Hagler, and 
the negro preacher found many stanca 
friends, especiallyyamong the female mem- 
bers of his con@regation, who refused to 
desert him, but declare that he is innocent 
of such black charges, 

The article which brought about the law- 
suit was published in the scurrilous sheet 
published by Hagler, and the card, which 
Was in reference to certain misdeeds of 
the preacher's, was signed by a young negro 
man, Arthur Valentine. The name of the 
woman mentioned in the card was Katie 
Wood, who graduated last year at one of 
the negro colleges about Atlanta. In the 
ecard Valentine stated that the woman had 
told him that the preacher had misled her 
under the guise of a guiding shepherd. 

Wednesday morning Valentine, without 
awaiting the outcome of the preacher's suit 
against him, swore out a warrant charging 
Rev. George Lewis with adultry, and an- 
other of the same order was taken out by 
Valentine against the woman. 

‘esterday morning Rev. George Lewis 
was the center of a knot of admiring friends 
and visiting ministers. This was near the 
courthouse. The ministers who were listen- 
ing to the Rev- George Lewis's easy flow 
of eloquent and pious words were visiting 


Atlanta in attendance upon the colored 
Baptist state convention. 
Bailiff Boles, who had the warrant in 


bis pocket, espied the object of his search, 
and without waiting to hear that Rev. 
George Lewis Was giving a dissertation upon 
the baleful effects of certain evils, broke in- 
to the circle and informed Lewis, to the 
great and evident astonishment of his 
friends, that he had a warrant charging 
him with a grave misdemeanor. Rev. Lew- 
is. who is three times as large as the bailiff, 
made no fFfesistance, but announced that 
though wrongfully accused he would ac- 
eompany the officer. 

The preacher had not been under arrest 
long when he was able to give hond. 

Katie Wood, charged with the same mis- 
demeanor, was arrested also but gave bond.

The case of Jumbo Hunter against Fid- 
itor Hagler, of Thé People's Advocate, for 
criminal libel was called by Jnstice Blood- 
worth. Hagler waived trial before the jus- 
tice and his case will go to the criminal 
branch’of the city court.

Harry Hill.

THE TOLLESON NOTES ARE FORGERIES.

That Is What Mrs. Fannie L. Porter Told 
the Grand Jury—One of Hill’s At- 
torneys Has Withdrawn.

The case of Harry Hill, who is charged 
with the forgery of Mrs. Tannie L. Por- 
ter’s name to a number of notes, appears 
to get worse and worse, and more compli- 
cated as the days slip by. 

The bond that Hill might have made 
vesterday in the sum of $7,000, he cannot 
give now, as since that bond was fixed at 
the sum mentioned seven more indictments 
have been found against this remarkable 
and exeeedingly clever alleged forger. 

To add to Harry’s other woes 18 the 
fact that one of his attorneys has with- 
drawn from his case, all of which 1s in- 
clined to make the public view his misdeeds 
in a darker light than ever before. he 
attorney who has given notice of his with- 
drawal is Captain Harry Jackson. For 
just what Captain Jackson had withdrawn, 
he refuses to state, although he says that 
he wrote Harry Hill two letters in which 
he fully set forth his position, and gave 
his reasons for discontinuing his services. 

“The contents of those letters,” said 
Captain Jackson to a press representative, 
“are purely personal. ‘Their contents I can- 
not divulge, but Mr. Hill may desire to do 
so, and if he does I have not the least 
objection.” 

The seven indictments found yesterday 
were on the six notes of Banker J. KR. 
Tolleson and a note of Mr. Bob Collins, 
given to him by Hill. 

The eleven indictments were found on 
eleven notes: Bob Collins’s two notes, 
$3,500; Neal Loan and Banking Company’s 
three notes, aggregating $3,100, and Bank- 
er Tolleson’s six notes, amounting to 
$4,615. This makes the alleged forgeries, 
up to date, $11,216, Hill claiming to have 
received about one-half of it. 

Tolleson was on band at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, and in his pocket he had 
the six notes of which the grand jury want- 
ed to catch a glimpse. He went into the 
grand jury a few minutes after his arrival, 
but did not remain in the jury room long. 
He told the jury that the notes were 
negotiated by Harry Hill. himself, and it 
is understood that he was questioned in re- 
gard to the discount which Hill alleged he 
allowed ‘Tolleson. At any rate, ‘Tolleson 
said that whatever else might have oc- 
curred in the grand jury room besides what 
he had stated above, was more of a joke 
than anything else. Several press repre- 
sentatives surrounded him the moment he 
came out of the jury room, and to them 
he stated that the grand jury had passed 
a resolution which would allow him to 
get his notes at 12 o’clock. 

Mrs. Porter: ‘They Are Forgeries.” 

Mrs. Fannie L. Porter came up to tae 

grand jury room shortly after Tolleson 
came out, and was called into the room by 
Grand Juror Meador, who had informed 
Mrs. Porter that the jury wanted her to 
testify. 
_ The purpose of bringing Mrs. Porter 
before the grand jury for this third time 
was to have her testify as to whether or 
not she had signed the notes held by Tolle- 
son, Or if they had been signed by her 
authority. 

She remained in the grand jury room 
only long enough to declare the six Tolle- 
s0n notes forgeries, and to state to the 
grand jury that her signature attached to 
the seventh note exhibited to her was a 
rank forgery also; this seventh note was 
the property of Bob Collins. Mrs. Porter 
retired from the courthouse accompanied 
by her husband, Mr. J. H. Porter. She 
wore @ summer dress of some light ma- 
terial, and appeared to be in the best of 
spirits 

Colonel J. W. Echols Again. 

Colonel Echols, who wag formerly Hill’s 
attorney, was summoned to appear before 
the grand jury again yesterday morning, 
He did not go before the grand jury, how- 
ever, but was met by Foreman Woodward 
in the office of Solicitor Till. 

_ Foreman Woodward,” said Colonel 
Kchols, “asked me if I had ever seen the 
Tolleson notes, and whether 
knew anything about them being forgeries 
or not. 1 told him that I had not. I be 
lieve that Harry gave a part of the notes 
to Tolleson as collateral for other notes.” 

Four-Eleven-Forty- four.
